THANKSGIVING TO BE

A proclamation has been issued 
by the Dominion,’ Government 
fixing Monday, Oct. 28th, as a 
public holiday and. day for gen- 
eral thanksgiving: throughout 
Canada for the  bounteous 
mercies of the past year. 
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E MICHENER RETURNG 
EF. Michener, M.P.P., and Mrs. 


Michener returned from their trip to 
the east on Sunday last. While in 
the east Mr. Michener had an inter- 
view with Mr. Borden on the ques- 
tion of our natural resources, asking 
for an investigation into’ private 
compan.es holding coal lands and 
timber limits, and where possible to 
have same returned to the province. 
A great deal of timber and coal 
lands are held by private specula- 
tors, secured for a few dollars for 
party services, that are now worth 
millions to the province. [especially 
is this the case with timber, where 
the Burrows interests are concerned, 
to the great detriment of the prov- 
ince. Not only this, but the prov- 
ince is being put to the cost of con- 
structing railways that will make 
these timber areas worth millions oi 
dollars. Mr. iMichener contends these 
timber limits should be owntd by the 
province to help pay off the enor- 
mous debt now-carried by the prov- 
ince. Mr. Hoadley, M.P.P. for Oko- 
toks, accompanied Mr. Michener, and 
they had an interview with Sir Jam- 
es Whitney, Premier of Ontario. 
They were getting some _ pointers 
from Sir James with regard to run- 
ning a pure administration in Al- 
berta, as Mr. Michener may be eall- 
ed on within a few months to form 
a Liberal-Conservative government 
in this province,

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
“west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatvuhewan or Alber- 
tar The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

GAIN IN LIVE STOCK EXPORTS 
The live stock export of Wester, 
Canada has declined for the — lasi 
three years steadily. This fact, hov. 
ever gives no reason it’ should no 
fnercise its number of cattle. Th 
cattle of the future will be largely 
raised om grain, or possibly smalle 
stuck farms, and it- will take man, 
years of breeding in this way te 
overstock the home market or sup 
ply the need for feeding stock, which 

is on the increase in Ontario. 

In addition to this the provinces o. 
Alberta had a steadily growing mar 
ket in British Columbia and th. 
Yukon. During the year IYI] almos: 

25,000 head of cattle were shipped 
from Alberta to British Columbia 
und the Yukon. 

The Winnipeg market for butche 
eattle has) likewise gconsumed in th 
last years oon an average abou, 
65,000. head, and 500,000 pounds ot 
dressed beef had to be brought |i 
from Ontario to meet the demand o 
the market. The whole domes 1 
market of the west, which has for it- 
centres Winnipeg, Regina and Cal- 
gary, is a constantly growing one 
and has never yet been * adequately 
supplied with finished cattle or with 
choice well feds Neal. 

FORCED TO IMPORT CATTLE, 

In 1910 ths Canadian west supplied 
to eastern Canada, mainly Ontario, 
31,000) head of feeders and 40,000 
head of butcher cattle. In 1911 the 
shipments of feeders to, the — east 
dropped to 5,400 and buteher cattle 
to 16,875. This was not occasioned 
by a lack of demand trom the east, 
but by the actual lack of cattle, par- 
ticularly butcher catcie suitable to 
the requirements of the eastern mar- 
ket. 

The lack of finish to western but- 
cher cattle is indicated by the fact 
that, while the average weight of the 
eattle for the year was considerably 
in-exeess of that of 1910, the dress- 
ive out weight showed an improve- 
ment oof only three-fourths pound, 
While the average price of butehers’ 
cattle oat) Winnipeg for I91L was 
$4.06 per hundreds weight, the pfice 
ing Mareh, April and June, when 
the winter fed stock is — principally 
marketed, ran as high as $5.91—the 
highest) price in butchers’ cattle in 
five vears. The advance in the aver- 
gee price for the five years has been 
from $3.91! in WOT to $4.164 in 
W911. 

And while the average dressing out 
weight for the whole year was only 
55: per cent., the dressing out 
weirht of the winter fed stock was 
DR! per cent. 

WINTER FEEDING IS SIMPLE. 

That there is no difficulty ip winter 
feeding, even in the open, has been 
demonstrated time and. again. It 
also has been fully demonstrated 
that alfalfa can be grown in all of 
the three prairie provinces, and that

i is perfectly safe to reckon on two 
-uttings a year, .with an average of 
-hree tons to the acre. 

Manitoba last year produced near- 
ly 9,000 acres of fodder corn, with 
aun average of between seven and 
eght tons to the acre of dry fodder. 
-ind, owing to the coolness, it was 
not an cspecially favorable year. 
“ianitoba went further, however, in 
corn production, and 1 have seen a 
‘.unch of eans of corn matured in per- 
haps one of the most unfavorable 
seasons for corn production that it 
sould have begn possible to conceive. 

Oat sheaves,. which are regarded by 
western feeders as worth as much as 
timothy for feeding stock, and even 
setter for milch cows, can be raised 
with ease and yield fgom three to 
four ‘tons to the acre. Of course, 
he abundance of coarse grains and 
small wheat*for making into meals is 
too well authenticated to require 
more than passing mention. The 
Canadian wesc, however, has been 
doing well in root growing and has 
enormously increased its acreage in 
roots during the last year, though 
the acreage for the three provinces 
at present ix a little under 30,000 
acres.

SHEEP GIVE GOOD CHANCE.

points as far distant as Australia. 

There were sold) on the Winnipeg 
tinarket during 1911 43,614 sheep, anc 
of these over 17,000 came from th. 
south, St. Paul and Montana. Th. 
Canadian west, at three of its port 
of — catry—Emerson,  Cretna — an- 
Morse, Alberta—received altogethes 
33,498 American sheep for slaughte. 
during 1911. In addition to the sheep 
brought in on the hoof there were a 
million pounds of dressed mutton re 
ceived from) Prince Edward — Island 
Ontario, and considerable from the 
United States. 

As the average weight of the sheer 
for the year was ninety-six pounds. 
this would mean an additional 1,000 
sheep, making the receipts of sheep 
from Eastern Canada and the United 
States 34,500 head.

PROFITS IN’ HORSE RAISING. 
The raising of horses has been 

givem increasing attention, but here 

also a profitable opportunity of rare 


scope exists, for the market is woe- 
fully unsupplied. 
The horse bill for the Canadian 


west for 1911 through Winnipeg was 
a little over $7,000,000, and the 
bulk of this money went to Ontario, 
though there were between 4,009 and 
5,000 head of draft horses brougitt in 
from the United States. These fig- 
ures, of course, take no account of 
horses brought in’ with settlers’ 
effects. ‘ 

Though this bill looks enormous, it 
is an improvement on that of 1910, 
when the west spent over $10,900,000 
for horses. There has been a_ good 
deal of conjecture that the decline in 
the number of horses from 33,000 
head in 1910 to 26,000 head in 1911 
was due to the increased number of 
agriculcural tractors used, the horse 
power of the agricultural tractors 
sold being, roughly, 100,000. While 
there is no doubt that the sale of 
agricultural tractors has meant their 
substituting horses on some farms, 
the differene> between the numbers of 
1910 and 1911 is not wholly account- 
ed for in that way.

Tract of Land Has Been Purchased 
on Kagaka River for Vancouver 
Brarch and Another on the Is- 
land for Victoria. 


(News-Advertiser, Vancouver) 

Mr. MawsondMattocks, the English 
landscape expert. of Londom, was seen 
vesterday by a ‘gNews-Advertiser”’ 
representative at Glencoe Lodge, up- 
on his return to the city trom Vie- 
toria, where he has purchased a 
traet on the Wenonah Raneh at Cob- 
ble THll for the Victoria end of the 
Red Deor nurseries. Yesterday he 
completed the purchase of land on 
the Kanaka River, upon which he 
will immediately establish the Van- 
couver end of the Red Deer Nursery 
gusiness, 

“This is my third trip to Canada,’ 
observed Mr. 9 Mawson-Mattocks, 
“and we have endeavored to cover 
the country very carefully, ‘At Red 
Deer my company is establishing its 
busi- 


inain nursery und) greenhouse 
ness, From Red Deer we will sup- 
oly the material required’ fur — the 


prairie provinces. A month Zo we 
located our greenhouses and nursery 
plant there, and the first units are 
now under construction inmediately 
adioining the eastern boundary — of 
Verity Park. Our greenhouses here 
and for Victoria will be constructed 
and developed simultancously with 
the parent plant at) Red Deer, and 
will be onea large seals. We will 
produce flowers and early greenhouse 
woods for commercial and market 
purposes.

Asked as to whether he and those 
associated with him were — seeking 
real estate speculation and invest 
ment. Mr. Helme stated) that in 
vestments along those line alon 
were not, in his opinion, to the 
benefit of Canada to nearly the sam- 
extent as the acquiring of definite 
territory and the immediate develop- 
ment of the lands acquired in a way 
to assist in the general advancement 
of what he characterized as ‘this 
lovely country so full of possibili 
ties.’ "

Board of Trade Meeting 


A meeting of the Council of the 
Board of Trade was held in the 
office on Wednesday, October 2nd, at 
16.30 o'clock, with President G. W. 
Greene in the chair. Those present 
were Messrs. Greene, Millar, Welli- 
ver, Cunningham, Botterill, Gal- 
braith and Davison. The minutes of 
the last meeting were read and ap- 
proved. The following accounts were 
ordered paid, on motion of Messrs.

The Commissioner then presented 
a report of the convention oi the 
Associated Boards of Trade in Moose 
Jaw, outlining work done. Th 
resolution of the Red Deer Board of, 
Trade has caused considerable infor 
mil discussion before being present 
ed, and it was expected that ther 
would be opposition to it before thi 
convention. Vhen presented, how 
ever, the resolution was carried by 
a large majority. A report of the 
convention was put in and orderes 
filed. The Commissioner reported 
that he had seen two wholesale firm 
and pointed out the advantages Rec 
Deer would offer them fur a branch 
and that he thought there would be 
no difficulty in having them locate 
here as soon‘as there were som 
propspects of railway service to the 
West. 

Regarding the proposed banquet, 
the Commissioner had been unabl 
to see Mr. Dennis of Calgary but hac 
had =a phone messave — yesterday 
that Mr. Dennis would be onlikels 
to attend any time during October 
The Commissioner's report) was re 
ceived and adopted, and on motios 
of Messrs. Welliver and Galbraith 
it was agreed that the banque: 
should be held some time in Novem 
ber and that the Commissione 
should arrange for this date. 

The President had looked into the 
question of securing a charter four u 
radial railway, and stated that th 
report of tne Committee of the Pro 
vin ial Legislature = recommendec 
that charter should be given — te 
railways of 50 miles with the stipu 
lation that 10 miles should be builk 
in the first year and that the roao 
should be completed in the sevonc 
year. As this would not be of any 
use to the Board he suggested tha. 
the question of getting a Dominio: 
charter, which allows two years 
begin and five years to complete th 
railway, be taken up. A long. dis 
cussion on this question followed 
aml finally the President was aske 
to report at the next) meeting th 
exact fee and probable cost to sccurc 
a Dominion charter. 

Mr. Botterill stated that he under 
stood the company that pipes ga 
to Calgary expected to run a_ lin 
north from there through Red Deer 
The Secretary was instructed — tc 
write and get as many particulars a+ 
possible of the proposition that thi 
company expected to make. 

The Secretary had secured a 
sample of flax and had just received 
the following letter from Chas. F. 
Saunders, P.H.D., Dominion Cereal 
ist, on the the outlook for working 
up, flax fibre in Red Deer : 

J. R. Davison, Esq., 

Publicity Commissioner, 
Red Deer, Alberta. 

Dear Sir,--] regret that owing to 
my absence [ was not able to reply 
earlier to your letter of August 
Vth. 

L am afraid it will be impossible 
for me to answer very definitely the 
questions which you, asked in regard 
to the probable outlook for working 


up flax fibre in your climate. There 
is a new method by which the flax 
is treated with chemicals and 


brought into proper condition with- 
out going through the usual rotting 
process, but I cannot say whether 
this chemical method is really suc 
cessful. T should be somewhat doudt- 
ful as to whether you have, as a 
rule, at Red Deer, the neeessary 
rainfall and heat to carry on the 
rotting process as it is conducted in 
the old countries. 

This is, however, not the — only 
problem. The question of labor 
would certainly be one of the great 
difficulties and, furthermore, such re- 
ports as | have heard in regard to 
flax grown in Central and Western 
Canada have been to the effect that 
it does not make very good fibre. 
The best fibre is, | understand, pro 
duced in climates that are distinetly 
moist and warm, producing in’ this 
way oa longer ands more — tender 
growth. Though | do not pretend to 
speak with any authority on the sub 
ject, it has always) seemed to | me 
that it ought to be possible to make 
use of the fibre in the cnormous 
quantity of flax produced in) Western 
Canada, even though perhaps the 
fibre might be unsuitable for the 
production of fine linen. This is, 
however, a) commercial — problem 
which T have not vet been able te 
study in a practical way.
